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OTTO BOEHME SUICIDES. 


Used a Shotgun With Deadley Effect 
At His Bakery On Yesterday 
Morning.

Boehme committed 
suicide at his bakery yesterday 
morning between Sand 5:30 o’clock 
by shooting himself 
in the left 
breast with a shotgun.

He fell from the cot

ing a large wound, and some of the

Perhaps the moat remarkable suit 
rver broil Kin Im on the records of the 
court of the exchequer in England. It 


whs tiled on Oct. 3, 1725. and it sets 
forth very clearly that John Everltand 
Joseph Williams were highway rob­ 
bers. 
In its succinct legal phrases the com 
plaint says that tile men formed 
partnership for the purpose of carry 
lug on business as highwaymen. 
It 
was mighty profitable, as was shown 
by the fact that Everit sued Williams 
for tile equivalent of $5,000, “being for 
moneys wrongfully appropriated to de­ 
fendant’s private purse.” 
This was the ninouut In dispute after 
the partnership had lasted only a year. 
Then Kverit claimed that he diseov 
ared that his partner had not mude * 
fair division of the spoils. 
The action was adjudged to he I 
gross contempt of court, nnd the plain 
tiff was ordered to pay all costs, whip 
the solicitors win* served the writ were 
fined. 
One of the solicitors, a man 
named Wreathcock, refused to pay the 
fine and was sent to prison for six 
months. 
Both plaintiff aud defendant 
I to the action were subsequently hang- 
I ed, one at Tyburn and the other at 
: Maidstone.

History records one war that wa 
caused by a glass of water—the war of 
the Spanish succession. 
A lady, Mrs. 
1 Mashnm, a celebrated court beauty, 
was carrying a glass of water when she 
was obstructed by the Marquis de To­ 
re}'. 
A slight scuffle ensued, and the 
water was spilled. 
The marquis lost 
his temper, and had feeling ensued be­ 
tween the English and French courts. 
with the ultimate result that war wus 
declared. 
The campaign cost France 
many severe battles — viz. Blenheim. 
1704; Kami I lies. 1707; Audenardi, 1708. 
and Malpluquit. 1709. 
Fully as absurd iii its origin was the 
war that took place during the com­ 
monwealth of Modena. A soldier stole 
a bucket from a public well belonging 
to the state of Bologna. Although the 
value of the article did not exceed a 
few pennies, the incident was the signal 
for a fierce aud prolonged war. Henry, 
the king of Sardinia, assisted the Mo­ 
denese to retain the bucket, and in one 
of the subsequent battles he was made 
a prisoner. The bucket Is still exhibit­ 
ed in the tower of the cathedral of Mo­ 
dena.
